Instead of offering a financial 
windfall to healthy Albertans, the 
provincial government ought to 
consider punitive measures 
against those who engage in 
unhealthy practices.

The predecessors of today’s 
men’s magazine had colourful names 
like Titter, Wink and Girls ’n’ Gags. 
And in any given edition, the male read- 
ership would hope and pray for new 
photos of their favourite pin-up gal, 
Bettie Page. 

Page rocketed to fame during the 
early 1950s — and her fall from grace 
was equally brilliant, turning her into a 
martyr slain for assuming a position that 
offended the wrong people. 

Next week, Bettie rides again as a 
new, reworked version of Paul 
Morgan Donald’s musical 
Kink! (www.kinkthemusi- 
cal.com) to the stage. The 
musical was first staged at 
the 1999 Fringe festival and 
has since been reworked. 
It tells the tragic tale of 
Page, who skirted two 
worlds: the pop culture of 
Broadway musicals and 
the boundaries of a 
subculture of fetish- 
ists, for fun and prof- 
it and ultimately 
shame. 

Page became an 
icon of pin-up girls 
and a favourite 
fantasy figure 
quite by accident. 
The history, 
briefly, runs like 
this: Page’s soon-to-be 
employers, Irvine and 
Paula Klaw, ran a news- 
stand in New York. 
To their conster- 
nation, cus- 
tomers were rip- 
ping photos of 
movie stars from maga- 
zines. In a clever bit of busi- 
ness manoeuvring, the Klaws 
struck a deal with movie stu- 
dios to sell still photographs 
from movies. One day, the story 
goes, a man asked for photos of 
women in distress. You know: 
the heroine tied up on train 
tracks, or bound to a chair with 
‘a bomb about to go off. Irvine 
dug up the prints but the cus-

Morgan Donald finds them fascinating if 
not for their subject matter, for the tech- 
nique. 

“They have a really interesting quality. 
They are inartistic, brightly lit, there’s 
no mood and the camera almost never 
moves, especially in the films, it’s 
almost always static,” Morgan Donald 
says. 

“And yet everybody seems to be hav- 
ing so much fun! They have a quality 
that is almost melodramatic, or of 1950’s 
musical theatre. In the films, they'll stop 
what they’re doing and look just to the 
left of the camera for a second and nod, 
and then get back to it.” 

There were photos of girls in under- 
wear, wrestling each other and spanking 
each other, but there are never any men 

and never any nudity. And that’s what 
saved the Klaws and their models 
when the photos were brought to 

the attention of a Democratic 
senator from Tennessee named 
Estas Kefauver, who had until 
that time been busy pinning the 
decline of American youth on 
MAD Magazine. The FBI told 
Kefauver there was some- 
thing weird about images 
of dumpy showgirls 
wearing under- 


wear and 
spanking 
each 





other, but nothing pornographic. 

Still, riding the wave of public hyste- 
ria that defined the age of McCarthyism, 
Kefauver staged a Senate investigation 
into the activities of the Klaws, Page 
and the rest of the models. It brought 
about their ruin. 

The Klaws family still rans Movie Star 
News, and Bettie, now in her 70s, lives 
in California. But Irvine burned thou- 
sands of images of Bettie to avoid 
prison when he was investigated again 
years later. Bettie herself went into hid- 
ing after the Kefauver hearings. She suf- 
fered bouts of depression and worked 
without fanfare as a youth counsellor 
for Christian Evangelist Billy Graham. 

What Morgan Donald doesn’t under- 
stand is why Page didn’t pursue the 
dream she was after: acting. After all — 
she posed for photographers to make 
money for acting classes. 

Kimberly Carroll, who plays Page, fig- 
ures the pin-up icon had all the qualities 
of an actor. And that’s what made her 
great. 

“Her personality was so prevalent in 
pictures,” says Carroll. “She just stood 
out because’ she 
wasn’t playing 
someone else.”

t’s a new start for the Cash 
Brothers. Sure, the sibling duo of 

Peter and Andrew Cash have 
been working as a musical entity 
for the better part of two years 
now and, yeah, they have an album 
out and more on the way. But . 

“Tt feels a little bit like we're just 
getting started,” said Andrew 
recently from his Toronto home- 
base. 

That could be because the Cash 
Brothers are on the cusp of a bona 
fide tour, their first as a duo, or 
because they'll soon be releasing 
their second album, or maybe 
because they just signed a U.S. 
deal with Rounder Records, home 
of the likes of Jimmie Dale 
Gilmore, Alison Krauss and Sarah 
Harmer. 

Whichever it is, things are start- 
ing to roll for the brothers h, 
who don’t seem to be the types to 
rush into things anyway. 

After all, the two had the better 
part of two decades’ music experi- 
ence a piece before hooking up 
two years ago to form the Cash 
brothers. 

“We basically had the time to do 
it because we’d both been busy 
with other bands and didn’t have 
the time,” said Andrew. 

But when the two brothers 
found themselves between pro- 
jects after Peter’s exit from the

Skydiggers, merging their talents 
seemed like a natural step. 

“I’ve always admired Peter’s 
songwriting and he’s admired mine 
and we had built up years of 
respect for each other and that’s 
how we came into it,” said 
Andrew. 

The result of the early stages of 
the Cash Brothers was last year’s 
Raceway, which nailed down the 
Brothers’ sound of close-in har- 
monies, spare production and 
rootsy, 3 a.m. melodies. The indie 
effort earned critical raves and 
showcased the strength of the 
pair’s songwriting. Yet despite the 
genetic connection, establishing 
the Cash Brothers’ sound was not 
a quick and easy step. 

“We had to approach this like a 
whole new project and we spent a 
lot of time learning to sing togeth- 
er in a way that would be unique,” 
said Andrew. “We wanted it to be 
about intimate harmonies and that 
took a while to get to.” 

The pair are also still working 
on writing as a duo. While Race- 


way’s songs are credited to the 
Cash Brothers, most songs were 
actually penned by one or the 
other. 

“There’s a few songs we've writ- 
ten together, but it’s easier for us 
to write on our own. But as we 
spend a bit more time together I 
expect that will change.” 

Despite the solo songwriting 
approach, it’s not easy to attribute 
one song another to either 
Cash, which is kind of the point. 

“We're hoping it’s hard for peo- 
ple to do that because we try to 
make it a whole sound,” said 
Andrew. “We do write from differ- 
ent perspectives but we share a lot 
of common ground and influences, 
so that helps.” 

The duo’s song-first approach 
will be highlighted during their 
first western tour, which sees 
them hit Edmonton this Saturday 
and features just the two of them 
in an acoustic setting. 

“We started to do some duo 
shows around southern Ontario 
and really enjoyed them and it’s a 
way we could afford (to tour). It’s 
fun and it’s a really good way to 
hear the music. 

With the band firing off releases 
(their Rounder début is slated for 
spring 2001), it’s clear that despite 
the potentially gimmicky nature of 
a sibling act, the Cashes are set to 
make a go of it.

t’s all in the eyes. The reason the

1971 is such a powerful film, and 
the new Hollywood version is such 
a dud, is in the eyes of the respec 
tive main Characters.

Sylvester Stallone’s Carter, in 
contrast, is a hulking bruiser of a 
man in expensive (read: gangster) 
suits, whose violent exterior con- 
ceals the loving soul behind his 
big, droopy puppy-dog eyes. 

The subdued menace in Caine’s 
morally bankrupt version of the 
character is alienating to the view- 
er, particularly in light of the 
unnecessary cruelty he displays in 
his quest for vengeance. The film 
is thought-provoking because of 
its complicated presentation of the 
“hero.” Sly’s Carter simplifies the 
audience/protagonist relationship 
by providing us with much more 
deserving villains for the noble 
hero to dispatch with a zestful vio- 
lence. This, of course, is the meat 
of the updated revenge movie, and 
little time is wasted getting there. 

After a five-year hiatus as a suc- 
cessful Las Vegas thug, Carter 
returns home to Seattle for his 
brother’s funeral. He soon sus- 
pects that foul play, not drunk dri- 
ving, is to blame for Ritchie’s
